Dear Doctor,—You are fully aware that 
in the entire creation there ia a gradual pro- 
gression from one state or quality of existence 
to another; that is, there are no abrupt jumps, 
or, more correctly speaking, (as my friend Swe- 
denborg would say,) no direct degrees. Take, 
as an example—in passing from vegetative to 
animal life you discover that the progression is 
so gradual that you can scarcely tell where the 
one ends or the other begins. You have the 
perfect vegetable, the zoophite, the various spe- 
cies of worms, until you arrive at the perfect 
vertebrated species.
